The Petitioner upon his return to Dublin, holding himſelf ob- 
liged in bounden duty and Allegiance to your Sacred Majeſty, 4:16 
natural affection to his Countrey-men the Engliſh Proreſtants of 
that Kingdome, to.make known ſuch 'Treaſonable words againlt 
your Majeſties Crown ard Dignity, did repair to Doctor Topphans 
a Maſter of Chancery there, and _ his corporal 'Oath, did de:

The next day after which Declaration, your Petitioner was ſent 
for to appear before the Lord Berkeley, your Majcfties then Lord 
Licutenaht there, by whom he was examined concerning the pre: 
miſes, which he again confirmed upon three ſeveral Examinations, 
before the faid Lord Lieutenant and y our Majeſties Councel there; 
after which he was ſent for before Sir Robert Booth Chief Juſtice; of 
the Common Pleas, and by him engaged to proſecute the ſaid 7ho. 
Altin for the Treaſonable words aforeſaid. © 8 We 

The faid Tho. Aliim being ſent for by a'Purſevant, who miſt to at- 
tach him, did ſoon after appear at Dublin, and with him the Earl of 
Clanriccard, the ffid Atin being examined before the ſaid Lord Lieu- 
tenant and Counce!, concerning the Tteaſonable words ſpoke by him 
as aforeſaid, did deny the ſame with dreadful execrations and Oaths 
confirming the ſame, with aſſerting that the Petitionar was neither 
at his houſe nor at the ſaid town of Porrumlin, at the time before 
mentioned,whereupon the Petitioner being cxamined in the preſence 
of the ſaid Allin confirmed the Accuſation aforeſaid, and did further 
prove his being there contrary to the aſſertion. of the ſaid Allis, by. 
a Bond taken at that time for performance of 'a Bargain of Goods 
the Petitioner had bought} and to. which one Simon Alix Brother 
of the ſaid Tho. Allin, was witneſs, whoſe hand the ſaid Tho. Allin 
could not deny, offering further to prove the truth of what he had 
aſſerted by his ſaid fatter James Carrol, if his Excellency and Coun- 
ccl would pleafe to ſend for him. But they beihg fully atisfied of the, 
eruth of the Premiſſes from the Petitioners circumſtantial Evidence, 
fought for rotnore,but then prottedet to preſs the ſaid:Alim ro make 
an ingeniovs confeſſion!af rhe whole truth, telling kim 1f he did.notit 
would'be worſe for thim'; But he perſiſting Mlitakely in denyal 
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thereof twas by them. ordered tohe commited cloſe Prifoner: without 
Bail or Main-price, commanding the Goaler to take hin lp Ne- 
verthelefs, the ſaid Min wasat liberty the fame day, upon what'mo- 
rives the Petitioner troublcd himfelf not to inquirc,bciag (atigfied that 
he had diſcharged his duty, 4:56 

| About two Months after, the Petitioner with his ſaid Father, ha- 
ving ancw occaſion to travel into. the ſaid County of Galloway, ar- 
rived at the River Sharon near Portuwlin aforcſaid, where the wind 
being high, it was late before the Ferry-Boat could paſs them over to 
Portwmlin ſide, where arriving 0n a Sarwrday night and finding the 
Inhabitants of thatplace to gaze upon them,& to draw Tumultouſly 
together they believ'd it not ſafe to contiaue. there, and though very

kurryed to Priſon: where, after lyiog four dzyes, he procured Bayl, 
and being ready to come forth, had another Action of 2cco: 1. inthe 
ſaid Earls name laid upon him, when having after two or three dayes 
more procur:d Bayl to that too, he was again detained on'-a third 
ARjon at the ſame Earls Sute for 305001. all three amounting to 

Threeſcore thouſand pounds, laid upon him utterly to ruine him, by 
keeping him in Prifon all days of his life; but after fourteen dayes 
.Curance, your Pet tioner precured by Habeas Corpus to be brought 
to the Common-Plcas Barr, where tendering Bayl to all the aid Acti- 
ons, the ſaid.Earls Councel moved to have time to conſider of the 
Tufficicncy of the faid Bayl, which was.grantcd by the Court till 
next day, and the Petitioner remanded. But then the ſaid Earls 
Councel in open Covrr, told the }uges that they had no advice from 
the ſajd Earl to proſecute the Petitioner, and that they conceived 
forne perſons had proſecuted him out of malice, on purpoſe to curry 
fovour with the ſaid Ear], and deſired he might be. ſet at liberty, and 
accordingly ke was paying Fees without Bayl, but left without all 
temedy to recover his charges and damages, the ſaid Earl being now. 
declarcd to beno-proſecutor, thoughithe Actions were in his name. 

' 'But all this vexation ſuffiſed not; but beipg. fully reſolved on the 
deſtruQion of the Petitioner, . for his innocent; though zealous per-
